Island, In the Adriatic sea. 
Trau is 
die Greek name for watermelon, whicl 
is the shape of the island, but th* 
people claim that the name is a deriva 
lion 
of 
Traghilon, 
whence 
tb< 
‘breeks came to Trau in 380 B. C 
Many fascinating fictions are fixed be 
fiefs in the minds of the natives^ 
the island. 
They believe a eyi{jH| 
bush was miraculously planted^rc 
shelter a statue of the city’s patroc 
.saint, Giovanni Orsini, and that th* 
same saint’s spirit nourishes it. Thej 
also believe that the book which th* 
Lion of St. Mark holds was snapped 
shut when Venice relinquished the Is 
land, rather than that the statue wa* 
carved that way. The town has less 
than 20,000 population and fairlj 
breathes a medieval spirit. The houses 
are built so close together that vehicli 
traffic Is almost impossible, and tin 
streets are so crooked, that pedes 
trians find difficulty getting around 
This was because of military neces 
sity at the time the artistic little 
city was created. 
The father of the Dalmation history 
Giovanni Lucio, was born there. Kin* 
Bela IV fled there after the Tartan 
overrun his country, but continued t< 
Kraglievac when the intrenched cit] 
was beseiged, although it did not fall 
Byzantines, Huns, Franks, Genoesi 
and Venetians fought {br Trau, th< 
Saracens looted it, Napoleon took it ii 
1806, and the Austrians gained it sefljj 
years later.

Medieval Structures of All Kinds and 
.Descriptions Can Be Found 
in the Tyrol. 


The chief stock in trade of the Tyrol 1 
is its collection of castles. 
It has over 
500 specim ens, nil o f which at one time 
or another belonged to tile best fam ­ 
ilies. 
All stages of decrepitude am i 
picturesque decay are preserved. Few 
travelers with a fondness for castles 
leave Ute Tyrol w ithout buying or 
planning to buy, a sm all or very riek-^ 
etv one at a bargain. 
Som e of the best c a s ita in the T y­ 
rol hav£ hung dizzily on the edge of 
high precipices for hundreds of years. 
O ccasionally a stone slips out of place 
and dislocates som e o n e s neck. 
Oth­ 
erwise, they are guaranteed to he per­ 
fectly safe for visitors, though a trifle 
inaccessible. 
You may have to climb 
a tree and sw ing off or shin >H» ft rope 
in order to reach the castle, but if you 
do m anage to land safely yon are re­ 
warded by the feeling that you are one 
of the chosen few* who have viewed 
that particular m edieval residence. 
It is not absolutely necessary to 
risk a broken neck In order to view a 
T yrolese castle. 
Many bf the 500 sam ­ 
ples are conveniently located on firm 
ground and are satisfactorily rom antic 
besides. 
Som e of the castles are disappoint­ 
ing. notably those w hich are m issing 
when you locate them . 
They are in 
the guide book, of course, but either 
lim e bas treated the edifice less gently 
than it bas the guide book, or else a 
vivid im agination is taken for granted. 
W hatever the explanation, a number 
of the “ca stles” are piles of pulverized j 
rock, and once in a w hile even the' 
rocky rem ains seem to have been car­ 
ried away. 
On tim whole, however, Hie ruins are 
fascinating. 
Even if owned by an 
American m illionaire and patched up 
by him into a conglom eration of Hie 
ancient and modern, tile T yrolese cas­ 
tle m anages to retain its stately Tyro­ 
lese character.

T heir Wealth in the Finery 
of Their Garb. 


There is one spot of tho modern 
world where the men dress us gor­ 
geously as the women. 
Among the 
Morlacohi, or peasants of northern 
Dalmatia, the women are gay enough 
to look at, but their mon folk are gayer. 
Like peasant garb the world over, th* 
costumes have remained the same from 
year to year, and will doubtless con­ 
tinue unchanged for years to come. 
The women wear short skirts, almost 
bidden under aprons embroidered in 
bright colors, with loose white waists 
and white linen kerchiefs serving as 
headgear for the older women, and 
little red caps for the girls. 
Large, 
quaint earrings are common, and so 
are necklaces and rings to match, and 
on her arm the Morlacchi woman is 
likely to carry a great bag of the same 
material as lier apron for the trans­ 
portation of miscellaneous packages 
and a permanent equipment of knit­ 
ting. The men are more gorgeous, go­ 
ing about their business in large, dark- 
blue knee breeches, encircled with a 
inany-colored sash, and topped by coat 
and waistcoat often of bright r e d ; and 
the buttons of these garments com­ 
mand especial attention, for they are 
large and shining and chains dangle 
from them. 
A Morlacchi, it is said, 
carries his wealth on tile front of ids 
waistcoat, which 
is often decorated 
with knobs and bars of solid silver. It 
may even happen that a man is rich 
enough to have these ornaments In 
solid gold, and then truly is lie widely 
admired. 
On his head he wears a red 
cap, like the caps worn by the girls; 
aud an interesting point to the student 
of Dalmatian costume is that the cap 
gets smaller and smaller as one moves 
southward.

R. Speyer, an O xford university spe­ 
cialist, points out in a letter to the 
London T im es th a t the ap p lic atio n .of 
am m onia or any o th er alkali to a 
w asp sting m akes it worse. 
T he reason is th a t tile poison of a 
bee’s sting is a c i d ; th a t of a w asp ’s 
sting is alkaline. 
H ence alkalies, like 
amm onia, neu tra liz e the acid of the 
bee’s sting, h u t agg ravate the toxic 
effects of th e w a sp ’s alkaline sting. 
T he best thing to apply to a w asp’s 
sting is vinegar, 
being the n earest 
acid in dom estic service. Onion juice, 
lemon juice, o r an y oth er handy acid 
will do as well. 
T h e L an cet say s these facts ought 
to he widely know n, "for not uncom ­ 
monly tile sting proves to he not a 
simple p u n ctu re h u t the beginning of 
a toxic process som etim es fatal. A 
w asp sting on th e moist mucosa, as 
in the mouth, invariably leads to seri­ 
ous inflam mation, w ith most distress­ 
ing results. If th e sim ple gargling or 
w ashing .of th e atta ck ed spot w ith an 
acid fluid In such a case keeps down 
the sw elling lives may well he saved.”
